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Immunization Week 
September 10 to 16 


A special effort to immunize 
large numbers of children against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, 
(scarlet fever) and small pox, 
will be made in this community 
during National Immunization 
Week, September 10 to 16, Dr. 
Bow, Medical Officer of Health 
for Edmonton, announced re- 
cently. 

War conditions, involving much 
travel and movement of popula- 
tion, have increased the dangers 
of the spread of communicable 
diseases in all parts of Canada, 
Dr. Bow explained. Due to the 
war, too, busy men and women 
have been prone to overlook the 
importance of safeguarding child- 
ren against the home-front enc- 
mies of disease. There has 
been increased incidence of pre- 
ventable diseases in Canada since 
the beginning of the war. 


“Improved treatment tech- 
niques have reduced the mortal- 
ity from some of these diseases, 
but it should not be overlooked 
that many children who recover 
suffer severely from complica- 
tions which may affect their 
health throughout life. The 
tragic toll of death and illness is 
entirely preventable. 

“IT want to call upon parents 
and guardians of the young child- 
ren in our fcommunity, to take 
advantage of the special oppor- 
tunities that will be offered them 
during this campaign to see that 
the children have the simple pro- 
tective treatment. 

“The Province supplies us with 
toxoid for diphtheria prevention, 
vaccines for the prevention of 
whooping cough and smallpox, 
(and toxin for scarlet fever) im- 
munization. No mother need 
have anything to fear from the 
treatment of her children with 
these protective substances 

On the other hand, she may 
have everything to fear from 
these terrible diseases if she fails 
to see that her child is protected.

Farmers Permitted 
To Protect Crops 


Alberta Farmers are permitted to 
Protect their crops at any time by 
shooting wild ducks causing dam- 
age, according to recent amend 
ments to the migratory birds act, it 
Was announced recently by provin 
cial government officials. 


The new regulations state that 
any owner or occupant of land in 
Alberta, having a cereal crop, grow: 
ing of in stook, on his land, may 
shoot on such land wild ducks 
which are damaging the crop, pro- 
vided that the wild ducks so killed 
shall not be sold or offered for sale, 
and shall not be shot outside the 


area on which the crop is being in. | 


jured, 


If the owner of occupant cannot 
give sufficient protection to the crop 
himself, he may grant authority in 
writing to residents of Alberta to 
shoot the wild duck found to be 
damaging his crop, but he shall 
immediately notify E, S. Huestis, 
provincial game commissioner, at 
Edmonton, of such authority giving 
the names and addresses of the 
persons so authorized by him, to 
gether with a description of the 
land on which the crop is being 
damaged.

Every employer is required siml- 
larly to check the documents held by 
each male employee newly engaged 
between May Ist, 1944, and August 
22nd, 19-44, and to report to the Regis. 
trar for his Mobilization Division by 
August 29th, 1944, on any such em- 
ployee found not to possess documents 
as referred to; 


Regulations (that is, in relation to the 


Military Call-up); 


2. Every employer must report on 
Schedule 9 to the Registrar for his 
Mobilization Division, concerning any 5, 
employee found not to possess docu. 


ments as refererd to; 


4. Any male employee heve referred 
to, is required by the Regulations to 
present his documents to his employer 
for purposes of inspection: 


Penalties are provided for any em- 
ployer or male employee who fails to 
comply with these Regulations. 


By an earlier order, employers were required to check the 
documents held by their male employees, and to report by May 
Ist, 1944, on doubtful cases as well as cases where employees 
did not possess documents, The procedure for the present con- 
tinuing check, although being notified to employers in “Notice 
to Employers and their Male Employees”, which is now being 
mailed, is identical with that set forth in “Employers? Guide”, 
which covered the check made before May Ist, 1914. 


Employers are asked to remember that they do not report on 
men who do possess the necessary documents—only on those 
who fail to present documents for examination, or where there 
is doubt that the document presented actually proves good 


standing. 


The employers of Canada co-operated very satisfactorily on the 
first check, made up to May Ist last. This co-operation was 
decidedly helpful, and is very much appreciated, Further co- 
operation is now earnestly requested. 


Schedule 9 and details as to documents which prove good 
standing, are available through the Employment and Selective 
Service Offices,
